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THE GREAT IMPORTANCE OF THE LATE MEETING 
OF THE PROPRIETORS OF THE BANK OF ENGLAND. 
Tux late meeting of the Proprietors of the Bank of England 
hasa very unusual i There can be no effectual 
inquiry now into the history of the late crisis. A Parlia- 
mentary committee next year would, unless something strange 
in the interval, be a great waste of time. Men of 
have keen sensations but short memories, and they 
care no more next February for the events of last May 
they now care for the events of October, 1864. A pro 
inquiry on which no real mind is spent, and which 
one knows will lead to nothing, is far worse than no 
at all. Under these circumstanges the official state- 
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peculiar 

“« business, and it depends so much upon credit that the least 
“« blast of suspicion is sufficient to sweep away, as it were, the 
‘“‘ harvest of a whole year. But the mannerin which the

Now this is distinctly saying that the other banks of the 
country need not keep any such banking reserve—any such 
sum of actual cash—of real sovereigns and bank notes, as 
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will help them through a sudden panic. It acknowledges a 
“duty” on the part of the Bank of England to “support the 
banking community,” to make the reserve of the Bank of 
England do for them’as well as for itself. 


j| In our judgment this language is most just, and the 

Governor of the Bank could scarcely have done a greater pub- 
lic service than by using lauguage so business-like and so dis- 
tinct. Let us know precisely who is to keep the banking 
reserve, If the joint stock banks and the private banks and 
the country banks are to keep their share, let us determine 
on that ; Mr Gladstone appeared not long since to say in Par- 
liament that it ought to be so. But at any rate there should 
be no doubt whose duty it is. Upon grounds which we have 
often stated, we believe that the anomaly of one bank keeping 
the sole banking reserve is so fixed in our system that we 
cannot change it if we would. The great evil to be feared 
was an indistinct conception of the fact, and that is now 
avoided, 


The importance of these declarations by the Bank is greater 
because after the panic of 1857 the Bank did not hold exactly 
the same language. A person who loves concise expressions 
said lately “that Overends broke the Bank in 1866 because 
“ it went, and in 1857 because it was not let go.” We need 
not too precisely examine such language ; the element of truth 
in it is very plain; the great advances made to Overends were 
&@ principal event im the panic of 1857 ; the bill brokers were 
then very much what the bankers were lately ; they were the 
berrowers who wanted sudden and incalculable advances. But 
the bill brokers were told not to expect the like again. But 
Alderman Salomons, on the part of the London bankers, said 
“ he wished to take that opportunity of stating that he be- 
“ lieved nothing could be more satisfactory to the managers 
“ and shareholders of joint stock banks than the testimony 
“ which the Governor of the Bank of England had that day 
* borne to the sound and honourable manner in which their 
“ business was conducted. It was manifestly desirable that 


“the joint-stock banks and the banking interest generally 
“should work in harmony with the Bank of England; 
“and he sincerely thanked the Governor of the Bank for 
“the kindly manner in which he had alluded to the mode in 
“which the joint stock banks had met the late monetary 


“ crisis.” The Bank of England agrees to give other banks the 
requisite assistance in case of need, and the other banks agree 
to ask for it. 


2ndly. The Bank agrees in fact, if not in name, to make un- 
limited advances on proper security to any one who applies 
for it. On the present occasion 45,000,000/ was so advanced 
in three months. And the Bank do not say to the mercantile 
community or to the bankers, ‘‘ Do not come to us again. We 
“ helped you once. But do not look upon it as a precedent. 
“ We will not help you again.” On the contrary, the evident 
and intended implication is that under like circumstances the 
Bank would act again as it has now acted. 

We need not say how enormously important these two 
doctrines taken together make this banking reserve. Jf no 
other reserve is kept but that of the Bank, and if the Bank at 
a crisis are bound to lend all that any one asks on good secu- 
rity, how large ought not that reserve to be, and how careful 
ought not the Bank to be of it. 

i Lastly, it follows from these two doctrines, that the Bank 
will be accessory before the fact to the breach of the Act of 
7] 1844. On former occasions there has been a hesitation and 
reluctance on this cardinal matter ; some representatives of 
the Bank have spoken as if the breach of the Act were forced 
‘upon them by the State, and as if they did not wish it. But 
the present Governor avows “that almost before the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer was out of his bed,” the Bank had 
begun the policy which caused the substantial breach of the 
Act of 1844. Technically that Act was of course unbroken, 
but virtually it was broken, for the Bank directors would have 
deserved impeachment if they had advanced as they did with 
the reserve they had, unless on reliance on the Treasury 
letter. In fact, the Bank cannot make advances without 
limit—without breaking the Act which marks the limit. 

In conclusion, the Governor of the Bank and the Directors 
may well be congratulated on the safe issue of a period of 
great anxiety; and great responsibility, such as few men have 
to meet during their lives, and still fewer would consent to 
mens when so little personal gain can conceivably be obtained 

yy it. 
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THE FRENCH DIPLOMATIO. 

Tae Emperor of the French, under the hand of his ad interim, 
Minister for Foreign Affairs, has this week issued another of 
those pregnant and oracular State rs with which it is hig 
wont from time to time to startle Europe. It is addressed 
nominally and in the first instance to the representatives of 
France at foreign courts; but no one can read it at 
without recognising that it is specially intended for ths 
French nation at home, and is designed partly to satisfy ‘the 
world as to the pacific plans and temper of the Emperor, but 
still more to justify them in the eyes of his own people. The 
popular mind in France has been much disturbed by the 
recent occurrences in Europe, and the circular is written, and 
obviously written with the greatest care, to pour oil upon 
the troubled waters. Those who read it, as too many of our 
English contemporaries are disposed to do, with the rooted 
conviction that the language of the French Emperor ig 
always intended to conceal his thoughts, and that steady and 
systematic aggression is the unswerving and perpetual in- 
spiration and aim of his policy, will, we are satisfied, misin. 
terpret it most essentially,—though no doubt Napoleon ITI. 
is scarcely entitled to complain of comments or suspicions 
which many passages of his past career might be adduced to 
justify. To us, to whom this view of his character and 
schemes has always appeared a superficial and incomplete 
though not wholly an unjust one, the entire tone and 
meaning and object of the circular are plain enough. It 
is an apology, addressed to an aggressive people, for a non- 
aggressive policy. It is an endeavour to sooth the jealous 
and envious sensibilities of the most jealous, envious, and 
susceptible nation upon earth, by a ruler who, though nota 
whit more moral, is imcomparably more sensible than his sub- 
jects. It is the manifesto of a far-sighted ana patient states- 
man, who knows precisely what he wants and what will be 
the fittest time and the most appropriate means of obtaining 
it, drawn up for the purpose of enlightening and tranquil- 
lising a race whose views of the national interests are 
singularly. shallow and are confined to the mere instinct of ter- 
ritoriul acquisition, who cannot hear of any gains without a 
greedy longing to share them, and to whom the aggrandise- 
ment of any other country, either in wealth, in extent, or in 
consolidation, is always a bitter and irritating spectacle. 


We all know that all Frenchmen—and in this respect their 
most constitutional and so-called ‘‘ Liberal”’ politicians are to 
the full as grasping and unscrupulous as the rest—are always 
craving an increase of territory and an extension of their 
frontiers. We all know that Thiers was ready and anxious to} 
go to war, simply to recover for France that indefinite “in- 
“ fluence’ which he fancied she had lost for a time by his 
own blunders. We know that Guizot; and nearly all Louis 
Napoleon’s bitterest enemies, applauded him and supported 
him almost with enthusiasm in what perhaps is the guiltiest 
action of his Imperial career. We remember, too, with pain, 
that even a high-minded patriot and moralist like Tocqueville 
declared that, ill as he thought of the Emperor in every 
respect, he would never oppose him again if he were able to 
regain the frontier of the Rhine. This passion for acquisition 
and encroachment pervades the whole French people, and 
with nearly all of them overrides every other consideration 
both of policy and justice; and of course it would be idle to 
pretend that the Emperor does not share it. But what we do 
believe, and what we think it would be well if our country- 
men could understand, is that these views of extension, which 
in the body of the French nation and in nearly all other French 
politicians constitute an unreasoning passion and almost aa 
animal desire—indefinite and insatiable—are in him distinet, 
rational, and probably mederate plans, based upon deliberate 
statesmanlike considerations and directed to specific, well- 
defined, and .circumscribed objects. They: would seize any- 
thing they could get. He would take only what he could 
assimilate and retain. They would snatch at acquisitions that 
would bring only barren glory and would cost far more than 
they were worth. e seeks only what would be a substantial 
and permanent addition to the strength of France ; he cam 
wait for the best and easiest time of obtaining it ; and he will 
not incur, in order to obtain it, an amount of hostility and 
denunciation which would render it a dangerous and unprofit 
able gain. Of all French statesmen we believe that he is} 
perbaps the least immoderate and aggressive, because he is the 
best informed, the most reflective, and the most forecasting.

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| hommes politiques of his nation ; and this also is a difference 


Wp his advantage. He is much less ungenerous and touchy, 
‘hecause he is less passionate and more profound. He can think 
here an ordinary Frenchman can only feel. He can gaze and 
tigate, where a man like Thiers could only glance and de- 
. Heis aware that the rising greatness of other nations is 
not neccessarily a menace or a derogation to France. Into the 
head of what French Parliamentary politician or Minister 
gould you ever drive this conception ? He alone among French- 
1, n desired the liberation and (in a measure) the consolida- 
ion of Italy, Others, as well as he, were anxious to 
ieroish Austrian sway in Italy, He alone was willing to | 
» Italy to herself. There is scarcely either a republican or 
a constitational statesman in France who would not have gone 
| to war in order to prevent Italy becoming a united and a 
thriving kingdom. We have conversed with many of them, 
‘and we never met with any one who disguised his irritation 
and disgust at the creation of that hopeful State. They only 
half forgave Louis Napoleon for his contribution to that 
cause when he sullied his work by accepting payment for 
in the shape of Nice and Savoy. There is not one among 
them who can honestly rejoice in the progress, or the growing 
strength, or the budding happiness of an adjoining State, or 
who believes that such improvement in a neighbour can 
ultimately be a benefit to France. The Emperor obviously 
can grasp this last idea ; and, if we did not fear to forfeit all 
credit for sagacity among our fellow-countrymen, we should 
almost venture to express a half-belief that he is not incapable 
of being touched by the previous sentiment. No proceeding in 
the whole of the Emperor's career was so unpopular in France as 
his Mexican expedition. He really desired, we believe, to 
found a great Empire and a flourishing country and to 
associate his name with the glory of a magnificent land 
redeemed from anarchy and desolation, as a comparatively dis- 
interested achievement. It was just because it was so dis- 
interested, because France was not to be a direct territorial or 
pecuniary gainer by the scheme, because an Austrian and not 
a French Prince was to be-placed upon the new throne, that 
Frenchmen set their face so vehemently against’ the endeavour, 
and have secured its ignominious failure. And now, because 
the consolidation of Italy seems to be complete, and because 
Germany, so long weakened and spoiled by her division among 
a host of wretched Princelings, has made a signal step towards 
unityandstrength, French susceptibility takes umbrage, French 
ambition takes alarm, aud French greed, awakened and 
whetted, drives the Emperor, first into the false step of 
putting forward a claim for a “rectification of boundaries,” 
and then into a defence of his policy of forbearance, which, 
however dipnified and judicious, it is not creditable to a 
people to have brought down. 





















To us the circular is interesting and satisfactory from 
another point of view,—for the strong confirmation, namely, 
which it affords to the correctness of the estimate we have 
long entertained and have more than once expressed in these 
columns, as to the idée mere, as the French call it—the 
fundamental notion which underlies and gives consistency to 
the Emperor's policy. It is briefly this:—he wishes above 
all things to establish his dynasty firmly on the throne of 
France. He knows well that, in the hands of his son and 
successor, whom he must naturally leave while still young and 
inexperienced, this dynasty will be exposed to the most serious 
danger in the event of war, and above all of wars having a 
national or revolutionary character. He wishes to leave no 
grave or difficult unsettled questions for the Prince Imperial 
to deal with ; and he labours, therefore, to bring Europe into 
a state of stable equilibrium, which assuredly it does not 
enjoy now, or at least has not hitherto enjoyed. He sees 
clearly that there can be no such stable equilibrium, and there- 
fore no continued peace or safety, so long as unnatural com- 
binations exist which, being abhorred by those affected by 

them, can only be upheld by force, and which must give rise 
to perpetual efforts to upset them,—or so long, either, as any 
strong, natural, and passionate desires of powerful and ener- 
getic peoples are unsatisfied. The instinct of nationality,— 
desire of cognate or identical races to combine and blend 
into.one State, and, where severed, to be restored to their 
native connections and affinities,—he recognises—with ao 
clearness attained by no other statesman—as the most rest- 
less, mighty, and inextinguishable of all instincts; and he 
believes (and we have no doubt he is right) that when all 
y) People are grouped and fused according to their instinctive 
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consolidation ; and that so long as these two countries were 
split up among a number of petty sovereigns, there could be 


give France no umbrage, but they could never be content and 
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affinities, and when all artificial and hated and enforced 
combinations have been replaced by natural and welcome 
ones, nearly all the causes of war and revolution—all at least 
which France need fear—will be removed.

That other steps in his opinion still remain to be taken, 
we entertain no doubt whatever; and that some of these 
may involve territorial aggrandisement for France, and such 
aggrandisement as we shall not approve, is highly probable. 
The following sentences in the manifesto, we apprehend, con- 
tain, honestly expressed enough, the true Jdée Napoléonienne:—~ 
“The Imperial Government has long since laid down its 
“principles in respect of territorial extension. It 
“ comprehends, it has comprehended, those annexations which 
“ are commanded by an absolute necessity, reuniting to the 
“‘ country populations having the same manners and the same 
“national spirit as ours; and it has asked from the free 
‘‘ consent of Savoy and the country of Nice the re-establish- 
“ ment of our national frontier. France can only desire such 
“ territorial aggrandisements as do not impair her territorial 
“* cohesion ; but she could always labour for her moral or 
“ political aggrandisement by using her influence to advance 
“the great interests of civilisation. Policy should raise itself 
“ above the narrow and petty prejudices of past ages. The 
‘«‘ Emperor does not believe that the greatness of the country 
‘« depends on the enfeeblement of the nations which surrounds 
“it; im his view the true equilibrium of Europe consists in 
“ the satisfaction given to the desires of the nations of Europe.” 





THE INSURRECTION IN ORETE. 
WHEN a community of goatherds and pirates suddenly 
solicits our notice in the character of Jupiter's countrymen 
and children of Minos, and when Mr Reuter simultaneously 
becomes imbued with so strong a spirit of Olassicism as to 
send us telegrams about Epirus, which was last heard of as a 
political entity in the days of Pyrrhus, it will not be amiss to 
consider the real nature of this evidently studied affection for 
a Hellenistic revival. The world has lived so very. fast of late, 
and has beheld such very momentous questions rise up 
rapidly for solution, one after the other, out of those depths 
wherein they had appeared to be lying yet for an indefinite 
period, that such uprisings have come to be considered quite 
in the natural order of present things. After the manner in 
which those once much-canvassed spectres—the Italian and 
German questions —have actually stalked across the boards of 
the political stage before our eyes, an announcement that the 
no less renowned spirit of the Eastern question is now about 
to make his appearance will not meet with the a priori 
incredulity it would have encountered before recent events. 
For the thought of this political hobgoblin has long haunted 
the mind of our generation. The Eastern question has 
in fact beep floating before the intellectual vision of our 
times in the shape of an inevitable doom,—just as the advent 
of the Millenium did before that of our Latter-day Saints. 
But when a conception thus takes hold of the imagination, 
there is evident danger of the latter in the end decking out 
in colours of its own creation the image it keeps dwelling 
upon. The fancy once excited is apt to suffuse the object of 
its attention with hues and halos distilled from its own en- 
thusiastic essence. We beliéve that much of this has entered 
into the view generally entertained of the state of things in 
the Ottoman Empire. 

Only the most hopelessly benighted Turk would venture 
to deny that the Ottoman Empire is in the precarious position 
of a city built on piles whose foundations have already sunk, 
and are therefore liable on the first serious pressure to give 
way altogether. The only question is how far we must anti- 
cipate the occurrence of such a pressure as would be likely to 
blow up the whole structure to be inevitably close at hand, 
and it is in reference thereto that what is now going on in 
Candia merits attention. Now it is the unmistakeable ten- 
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dency of the telegraphic communications flashed to us from 
time to time to suggest the conclusion that there has 
here oceurred a determined and heroic outburst of a suffering 


Christian population against their Mussulman rulers cal- 
culated to enlist the sympathies of the other Christian 
subjects of the Sultan, and thus to prove the match for firing 
forthwith that wide-spread train of latent insurrection 
throughout his European dominions, at thought of whose 
explosion we have all beenso long trembling. It is, however, 
a fact—which every one having any knowledge of the localities 
will testify to—that nowhere in the Sultan’s dominions is the 
Christian population more free from vexatious interference 
than in the Greek islands y, and especially in Candia, 
where not only do the Christians stand in the propor- 
tion of more than three to one to the Mussulmans, but are 
neither by language nor blood distinct from the latter, 
who are but the descendants of Greek conformists to 
the faith of their conquerors. In these parts, therefore, 
there has never been that estrangement in every day life 
between Christians and Mahometans which has prevailed in 
many other portions of the Turkish Empire, while the 
privileges assumed by the latter section have been gradually 
concentrated in the hands of so very small a number that 
their moral influence has much diminished. Nor have we been 
able to gather any hint of special grievances recently imposed 
which might account for the existence of such a general and 
sudden outburst on the part of the Christian islanders against 
their Mahometan countrymen as we are asked to believe exists. 
Indeed it cannot escape observation that what positive state- 
ments we have received of the revolution in Oandia are 
singularly fragmentary and enigmatically one-sided. Al- 
though, to judge by the bombastic manifestoes published, it 
is evident that men are here at work who both can handle a 
sensational pen and have the means of opening communica- 
tions with Western journals,—although we are favoured with 
accounts of the grave debates and resolutions of a National 
Assembly in an island where hitherto—excepting in the 
poorly inhabited towns—we have never known any other than 
@ most primitive and uncivilised population, whose avocations 
alternate between flock-driving and robbing in a quiet way 
by land and sea,—yet while asked to believe in a 
formidable and long-pending insurrection we never have 
been favoured, until two days ago, with one word of 
tidings as to a single deed of stand-up fight. All we 
have been told from time to time, oracularly in teJe- 
grams—to whose origin the nearest we can get is that 
they came via Athens, a highly suspicious locality for 
truthfulness, notoriously given to the specious cultivation 
of an artificial Hellenism, and whence Mr Reuter was 
also supplied with that choice scrap of political Archaism 
“ Epirus” —was, that the insurrection proceeded, that Turks and 
Greeks locked up in their respective strongholds were frowning 
horribly at each other, or that, though nothirg by God’s mercy 
has as yet happened, something very awful was certainly going 
to happen forthwith, unless Western Europe intervened. If any 
previous fighting has occurred, all we can say is that all result 
thereof has been carefully suppressed, although in every fight 
there are always two parties, of which one must ever be eager 
to trumpet forth the issue. Therefore we remain sceptics as 
to the serious encounters said to have occurred in the island 
having had any existence except in the paper manifestoes 
concocted either in the rock cave of some half-shepherd, 
half-pirate agitator, or in an Athenian coffee-house by an 
approved circle of Hellenist politicians in full national cos- 
tume. Whatever else may have been shed here we are unable 
to detect any considerable trace of blood before the battle men- 
tioned in the Constantinople telegram, which musi however be 
quite incorrect in the numbers given, as it is manifestly 
impossible for the insurgents to have been 40,000 in a 
population barely exceeding 200,000 in all. It would, 
however, be as well to remember that Candia has before 
been the stage for analogous scenes that may throw a 
light on the present conjuncture. Without going further 
back, the year 1859 was marked by an exactly similar 
state of things. Then the Grecks were for months in 
a confirmed outstand against the Governor, Vely Pasha, and 
then, as now, it was significantly whispered that the beginning 
of a great sympathetic movement on the mainland had arrived. 
It will not be forgotton that at that time French and Russian 
diplomacy was notoriously active in countenancing the revolu- 
tionary tendencies of the Sultan’s Christian populations, and 
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it was, we know, the conviction of men possessed of the 
local information, and whose judgment is entitled to 
respect, that the movement in Oandia was then 
to the influence of powerful foreign agencies.

“Kingdom towards Ireland, then not one day should 
“be lost in making it known.” We must observe on 
this, in the first place, that the implied assertion running 
through the argument that Irish Roman Catholics, holding 
certain views in regard to education, are under a disability in 
respect of the power of obtaining degrees, is positively con- 
trary to fact. The London University is open to them on 
precisely the same terms as to English Roman Catholics, and 
this not merely as a formal right, but as a practical expedient 
of which they largely take advantage. This is a fact so noto- 
rious, and one which has been so frequently insisted on in 
this controversy, that we cannot suppose Mr Gladstone to have 
been ignorant of it; and we are, therefore, compelled to 
understand him as claiming for the Irish Roman Catholic, 
not merely the right to obtaifi a degree, but the right to ob- 
tain one through a sectarian institution. That this is his 
meaning appears indeed also from his reference to the analogy 
of the English universities—an analogy which, in so far as 
the English universities have yet been untouched by modern 
reform—in so far, that is to say, as they are still sectarian—no 
doubt supports his argument. To deny the Irish Roman 
Catholic this—to refuse to place institutions founded by the 
Pope, and conducted in conformity with the principles of the 
last Encyclical, on the same footing with the national establish- 
ments—is—so we are bound to understand Mr Gladstone to 
argue—to violate the “principles of national and political 
equality,’ and “to mulct the Irish Roman Catholic in respect 
of his civil rights.” Now let us observe to what this argu- 
¢: ment leads. It is scarcely necessary to say that it goes the 
;; full length of conferring a charter on “the Catholic 
university.” The passage we have quoted, understood 
as we can only understand it, is indeed almost a passionate 
assertion of the obligation of Parliament to make 


this concession; but the principle of the argument is mani- 


festly of wider application. Equality may be violated by 
| distinctions with regard to State-endowment quite as effec- 
tually as by distinctions with regard to the power of conferring 
degrees. The position of Cardinal Cullen and his supporters 
is that it zs so violated in Ireland; and we should like to 
know what answer, on Mr Gladstone's principles, could be 
given to the claim which they found upon the alleged 
injustice. There is no conceivable argument in favour of 
the former pretension that is not equally available in 
support of the latter; and Mr Gladstone is bound on his 
own principles to advocate, not merely a charter, but an 
endowment for ‘“ the Catholic University.” Nor can he stop 
here. Every sectarian academy and seminary in the country 
; has equal claims on the public purse. Impose conditions of 
any sort—and what less onerous conditions could be devised 
than the conscience clause enforced under the Irish national 
system ?—and you infringe on “ freedom of education,” and 
impose civil disabilities on those who refuse to acquiesce 
in those conditions. And thus we see to what “freedom 
of education,” as expounded by its latest apostles, finally 
brings us; it brings us, on the one hand, to the entire abo- 
lition of the teaching function of universities and to the 
destruction of the collegiate system ; on the other, to the in- 
discriminate bestowal of the public money and the public 
authority on all institutions, however objectionable the prin- 
ciples of their foundation, which. may choose to set up pre- 
tensions of representing a dissentient section of the population 
—results which would quickly issue in the sectarianising 
of education, and ultimately, as we have no doubt, in a 
general decline of learning and true culture in the country. 


These are consequences involyed in the doctrines recently 
enunciated, wherever applied. Applied in Ireland, and sup- 
plemented by ecclesiastical censures and exclusion from reli- 
gious rites directed against all who deviate from the course 
prescribed by ecclesiastical authority, they involve the fullest 
realisation of the extremest pretentions of the ultramontane 
section of the priesthood. No wonder that “freedom of 
education,” thus interpreted, should be a cherished prin- 
ciple with Cardinal Cullen and his allies ; and no wonder that 
the mere announcement of its adoption by an English Govern- 
ment should give a shock to liberal education in Ireland. 

Fortunately it is the announcement only with which we 
have yet to deal. The policy is still inchoate merely. The 
discreditable maneuvre by which it was attempted to foist it 
| on the country in defiance of Ministerial pledges during the 
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absorption of Parliament in a reform debate, has not sug 
ceeded, and will not succeed if the Senate of the 

University performs its duty. But the facts now brought ‘to 
light show that the announcement cannot be too soon en 
rected, nor the acts done in pursuance of it too soon annulled, 
The present Government can scarcely wish to make themselves 
responsible for a policy which has already proved its ability te 
shake to its centre one of the most flourishing institutions of 


the country. 
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THE SANITARY AOT. 


Ir was high time we should have an efficient piece of legisla 
tion on sanitary matters, and we are glad to find that the new 
Public Health Act (29 and 30 Vict., c. 90) answers these 
requirements. After legislating on the subject for years, after 
appointing local boards, and sewer authorities, and nuiganes 
authorities, we have at last got a mechanism which will make 
them work, and which will not leave it to their discretion 
whether they will do anything or nothing, whether they will 
come into action, or refuse to comeinto being. The seeret of 
this change in the aspect of affairs is very simple, but it 
teaches us that in all our fature legislation we must not 
short of the final stage of executive coercion. By the Acts 
which preceded this Sanitary Act, the local authorities charged 
with the performance of various duties were presumed to be 
zealous. Ample powers were given them; and it was supposed 
that they would enforce those powers to the best of their 
ability: But when they declined to take this further step, 
when they declared themselves perfectly contented with the 
powers remaining dormant, when they found that they were 
personally interested in the retention of manifold abuses, the 
law was powerless to force them into activity. What wasto 
be done if a place deemed it inexpedient to adopt the pro- 
visions of the Acts for the removal of nuisances? Those Acts 
had unluckily proceeded on the assumption that all places would 
know what was best for their own interests, and had forgotten 
that the interests of Town Oouncillors may sometimes nob 
coincide with the interests of the inhabitants. Lately, how- 
ever, we have had so many instances brought to our notice’ of 
the refusal of Local Boards to act, and of the powerlessness 
of local inspectors who are appointed by such Boards, that we 
find some more stringent provisions are necessary. It is not 
enough to carry on the links of the chain of authority up to 
the Local Board if no redress is provided in cases where the 
Local Board shrinks from its duty. If the Sanitary Act had 
made only this one addition to our existing code, it would be 
welcomed by all genuine reformers. But it has done more 
than this. It has taken up many other matters which were 
partially regulated, and carried out the principle on which 
they were regulated to its due extent. Overcrowding, non- 
consumption of smoke, communication of infectious diseases, 
improper or insufficient supply of water, accumulation of 
manure, want of drainage in private houses, want of cleanli- 
ness and ventilation in factories or workshops, are severally 
specified as coming under the definition of nuisances, and are 
to be restrained in a summary manner. This summary means 
of restraint is sometimes by an appeal to a Justice of the Peace, 
sometimes by an appeal to the Home Secretary. Whichever 
it is, it is one that can be enforced, and if nuisance authori- 
ties in future will not do their duty they can be made to do 
it, or it can be done by some one else at their expense. 

The main provision by which the Home Secretary is brought 
into the question is the 49th section of the Act. “Where 
“complaint is made to one of Her Majesty’s principal! 
“ Secretaries of State that a sewer authority or Local

W default.” The clause is somewhat long-winded, but 
Acts of Parliament generally presuppose a vast quantity 
ofbreath in their readers. What is. wanted is not elegance 
of style, but plainness and perspicuity, and so long as a coach 
and four cannot be driven through the Act, it need not be 
fitted for railway reading. Ocertainly there can be little doubt 
about the scope of this clause, or of its tendency, The Home 
Secretary is to be enabled to interfere when the local govern- 
ment will not do its work. At the same time, the Home 
Secretary is made by other clauses a friend of the local 
: ment whenever it chooses to work, and its efforts have 
to be seconded. Where a nuisance authority is desirous of 
having some control over lodging-houses, of fixing the 
number of persons who may occupy them, of registering and 
ing such houses, and of keeping them cleansed and 
dean, it can obtain such powers from the Secretary of State, 
and can after that impose cumulative penalties. That isto 
say, the Home Secretary is to be like Hercules in Msop’s 
Fables, and to help those who help themselves. But he is 
also to be like Hercules in mythology, and to clean out 
the Augean stables. Perhaps, at some future time, he may 
be required to go even further, and attack the Hydra of vested 
rights and vestry management. But if only such bodies will 
profit by the hint given them in the Sanitary Act, and 
will put their houses in order, there will be no necessity for 
extending the provisions of the Act to the general system of 
local government. 


The broad questions of drainage and water supply are 
perhaps safer in the hands of the public than many of the 
minor matters dealt with in this Act. The town of Ohiches- 
ter has often been cited as proving the converse of this pro- 
position, but the case of Ohichester is surely exceptional. 
Not many mayors could now be found, we hope, to declare 
that money spent on drainage would be simply thrown away ; 
or, if such mayors there be, the check of pubiic opinion 
would soon be brought to bear on them. In other things, 
however, the best meaning authorities were sometimes ham- 
pered by the shortcomings of the law. This is nowhere seen 
more clearly than with respect to overcrowding, which the 
Sanitary Act includes under the word nuisances, but which 
hitherto could only be exceptionally punished. There were 
two Acts against overcrowding in common lodging-houses. 
The police in the metropolis, the local anthorities in other 
places, might regulate the number of persons to be admitted 
in any common lodging-house, and there was a penalty at- 
tached to disobedience. 1t was also enacted that all common 
lodging-houses should be registered as such, but then the Act 
forgot to define what were common lodging-houses. Any 
lodging-house-keeper who chose to register his house as such, 
of course exposed himself to penalties in event of overcrowd- 
ing, but what if he did not register? The penalty on non- 
registration was probably meant to meet this case, but here 
the Act proceeded on the vicious principle of arguing in a 
circle. If a man did not register a common lodging-house, he 
might be punished. But if he did not register his house as a 
common lodging-house, there was nothing to show that it was 
& common lodging-house. By the Sanitary Act this stumbling- 
block has been removed, as the Secretary of State may give 
any nuisance authority in a town of not less than 5,000 in- 
habitants, the power of registering, inspecting, and cleansing 
any house or part of a house which is let in lodgings or 
occupied by members of more than one family. And as it 
often happens that houses are overcrowded without contain- 
ing more than one family, and as this especially refers to 
country districts, the word nuisance in any place is extended 
to “any house or part of a house so overcrowded as to be 
“dangerous or prejudicial.to the health of its inmates,” 
whether they are members of one ‘family or lodgers 
indiscriminately. 

We are, perhaps, justified in assuming that a large propor- 
tion of the public has now been brought to admit the 
fallibility of local authorities, and that successive’ attacks of 
epidemics as well as persistent typhus have opened men’s eyes 
to the necessity of cleanliness, drainage, and pure water. 
But we are not so certain that every one will accept as 
implicitly what seem to be interferences with private 





companies should be made to adopt filters: But when it 
comes to be a question of a man’s psivate drains, when 
a house: has no proper connection with the nearest 
sewer, we hear ominous murmurs of an Englishman’s 
house being his castle. In answer to such objections we have 
only to point to the language of Acts long preceding the 
Sanitary Act, which also took it out of the power of the 
owners of private houses to entrench themselves in a Castle 
Dangerous. The 11 and 12 Vict., c. 63, ordered that private 
houses within the district of a sewer authority should be com- 
pelled to drain into the nearest sewer, if not more than a 
hundred feet distant, or, if there was no sewer within that 
distance, into a covered cesspool not being under any house. 
This provision is re-enacted and simplified in the Bill before 
us, and it is one proof among many that the new law merely 
carries out existing principles, makes them effectual when 
anything was lacking, sets them in motion when they merely 
wanted an impulse. There are plans like Columbus’s egg 
which look perfect, but will not stand till one end is broken. 
Our old system of local government has rather answered to 
this simile, and whether the Sanitary Act brings in the small 
end of the wedge of centralisation, or breaks the big end of |} 
broad-bottomed obstructiveness, it plants the law of public |} 
health firmly on its feet, while, if it seems to endanger our 
liberties, itis because it takes away from us that licence which 
we have no right to exercise. 





THE BANK OF ENGLAND. 
On acconnt of its great importance, as we have elsewhere ex- 
plained, we give the report of the late Bank of England meet- |}: 
ing in full :— : 

A General Court of the Bank of England was held at the Bank 
at twelve o'clock on the 13th instant, for the purpose of deelar- 
ing a dividend for the past {half-year. 

Mr Launcelot Holland, the Governor of the Bank, who pre- 
sided upon the occasion, ad the proprietors as follows :— 
This is one of the quarterly general courts appointed by our char- 
ter, and it is also one of our half-yearly general courts, held 
under our bye-laws, for the purpose of declaring a dividend. 
From a statement which I hold in my hand it appears that the 
net profits of the Bank for the half-year ending on the 31st of 
August last amounted to 970,014/ 17s 10d, making the amount of 
the rest.on that day 8,981,783/ 183 1ld; and. after providing for 
a dividend at the rate of 6/ 10s per cent., the rest will stand at 
3,035,838 18s 11d. The court of directors, therefore, propose 
that a half-yearly dividend of interest and profits, to the amount 
of 61 10s per cent. without deduction on account of income-tax, 
shall be made on the 10th of October next. That is the proposal 
I have now to lay before the general court; but as important 
events have occurred since we last met, I think it right I should 
briefly advert to them ‘u this occasion. A great strain has 
within the last few months been put upon the resources of this 
house, and of the whole banking community of London; and.I 
think I am entitled to say that not only this house but the entire 
banking body acquitted themselves most honourably and credit- 
ably throughout that very trying period. ane isa very 
peculiar business, and it depends so much upon: credit that the 
least blast of suspicion is sufficient to sweep away, as it were, the 
harvest of a whole year. But the manner in which the banking 
establishments generally of London met the demands made upon 
them during the greater portion of the past half-year affords a 
most satisfactory proof of the soundness of the principles on 
which their business is conducted. This house exerted itself to 
the utmost—and exerted itself most successfully—to meet tle 
crisis. We did not flinch from our post. When the storm came 
upon us, on the morning on which it became known that the 
house of Overend and Co. had failed, we were in as sound and 
healthy a position as any banking establishment could hold ; 
and on that day and throughout the succeeding week, we made 
advances which would hardly be credited. I do not believe that 
any one would have thought of predicting, even at the shortest 
period beforehand, the greatness of those advances. It was not un- 
natural that in this state of things a certain d of alarm 
should have taken possession of the public mind, and that those 
who required accommodation from the Bank should have gone t > 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer and requested the Government 
to empower us to issue notes beyond the statutory amount, if we 
should think that such a measure was desirable. But we had to 
act. before we couid receive any such. power, and before the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer was out of his bed we had 
advanced one-half of our reserves, which were certainly thus re- 
duced to an amount which we could not witness without regret. 
But we could not flinch from the duty which we conceived was 
imposed upon us of supporting the banking community, and 1am 
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not aware that a application for assistance made to 
this house was re Every gen who came here with 
adequate security was liberally dealt with, and if i

Looking back, however, upon recent events, I con- 
not take any blame to this court for not having been prepared 
for such a tornado as that which burst upon us on the 11th of 
May ; and I hope the court of proprietors will feel that their 
directors acted properly upon that occasion, and that they did 
their best to meet a very extraordinary state of circum:tances. I 
have now only to move that a dividend be declared at the rate of 
61 10s per cent. for the past half-year.

When Lord Hardwicke proposed the toast of the evening, 
‘* Suecess to the Society,” he first dealt oot some ral and local 
statistics of the cattle plague, and instead of the old formula of 
advice and suggestion from the high table, the farmers present 
heard this true and reasonable statement from their President :— 
“ There were no matters more interesting to diseuss. tham those 
appertaining to such a society as that, ‘but to do them justice 
required more intelligence and understanding, combined with more 
knowledge of the subject than he. possessed, to -embi their 
minds and to illustrate the facts.’ Then the to farmers 
from such meetings. “How much they might. learm by inter- 
course with one another at these societies was not always con- 
sidered, nor was it reflected that it was only by rubbing together 
—man against man, and intelligence against intelligence—tha 
general improvement could be produced or instruction given, for 
after all books only reproduced the thoughts that were broached 
at such meetings as tbat.” 

So it is well to heer the once vehement Protectionist, the 
predictor of the utter extinction of cereal culture in England as a 
consequence of free trade in corn, thus discoursing to the 
Cambridyeshire farmers :—*‘ 1t. had been said that: they should 
give up growing cora and grow only cattle; that corn did not pay, 
ahd that cattle was their only product that fetehed the proper 
price. Bat the smiting hand.of Provideace had shown them how 
fatile it'was to think that they could -osly.' produce one sort and: 
that they were not toproduee on the soil ail that God had rendered 
it fit to -” That there is sound sense and a right view of 
rural economy.in that ge is undeniable. Farmers should not 
be driven from well-eonsidered and long-tried systema, by 
exceptionable evils like the. cattle p! or by precarious harvests 
like the present, although they should leern to.adopt all reasonable 
precautions against diseases and bad seasons... It’ is the fact that 
the combination of stock farming with grain culture will year by 
year afford the best and safest returns to agricultural industry, 
and we are glad to see Lord Hardwicke giving his voice against 
the plan of laying down land to grass, which for the last few years || 
has been so often given at agricultural meetings. 

Again, we find Lord Hardwicke recognising the duty of land- 
lords in building sufficient cottages for the farm labourers, when 
he said: “There was one more subject of great importance, and he 
would state at the outset that this was not: a farmer's: bat a land- 
lord’s question. There was no subject more the considera- 
tion of these societies than the condition of the cottages of the 
labourers. He relieved the tenant-farmer wholly of any respon- 
sibjlity on that score. It was asubject entirely for owners, but it was 
of such importance that it must be pressed upon public opinion, and 
through that upon individuals.” It was said building did 
not pay directly. ‘‘ If they looked fora return for the money paid 
down he would admit it, but there was'a return got from lodging a 
labourer in a healthy house, with a foundation of concrete and airy 
bedrooms, so that he might live dry and inbalea healthy a here. 
What the farmer wanted was a man who could do a good day’s work 
—strong men who could do their work with good temper, and how 
was that to be if they did not live dry and have fresh air ? 

So societies such as that should press upon public opinion the 
necessity of having good cottages for the labourers.” And he 
suggested “some prize, small in intrinsic value, perhaps, but 
which might be bestowed as a mark of honour on, and would be 
esteemed by, those proprietors whose were in the best 
condition, with some encouragement to the occupants to keep 
them so,” It is alike the duty and the interest of landed pro- 
prietors to have a sufficient number of decent and healthy cot- 
tages on their farms, but the notion of prizes to landlords for 
good cottages—though sometimes jocosely suggested as a set-off 
to the silly prizes occasionally offered to farm labourers—ia mere 
nonsense. The whole tone, however, of Lord Hardwicke’s 
speech is far more sensible and becoming than the speeches we 
used to hear from the high table at agricultural societies’ meetings

The annexed report of the Caloutta money market is dated the 7th 
ult. :—We have no material alteration to quote in the position of the 
stock and money market.

FRIDAY NIGHT. : 


The attendance of millers at Mark lane this morning was 
limited.
